"It  Is.  of 
course,  true  that  defense  expen- 
diture bulks  large  In  the  total, 
but  even  so,  the  figures  do  re- 
flect an  amazing  propensity  on 
the  part  of  Canadians  to  allow 
or  demand  Interference  in  their 
everyday  affairs  by  govern- 
ments."

Then,  when  body  tissues  are 
examined  under  ultra  violet  or 
invisible  "black  light,"  the  pro- 
phyrin shines  with  a red  light. 

So  far  this  method  has  out- 
lined entire  cancers  In  a few 
human  bodies,  telling  surgeons 
the  extent  of  the  cancer  for 
complete  removal,  Drs.  D.  S. 
Rasmussen  Tax daL  Grant  E. 
Ward  and  Frank  H.  J.  Flgge 
of  Baltimore  told  I he  American 
College  of  Surgeons.

NEW  YORK  (NANA)  — Hand  over  hand  I 
slowly  inched  my  way  along  the  weakened  fishing 
line  until  at  last  I was  within  arm’s  length  of  the 
rudder.  I reached  for  it.  secured  a firm  hold  and 
pulled  myself  up  a little  way  on  the  logs.  The  raft 
rose  high  and  fell  back  into  the  foam.  I lay  there  for 
a time,  lacking  strength  to  pull  myself  all  the  way 
on  board. 

The  tortuous  course  up  the  fishline  had  left  me 
weak,  but  I saw  that  I could  not  afford  the  luxury  of 
a long  rest.  My  left  hand  was  spouting  blood.  The 
shark's  teeth  had  cut  me  badly.  The  wound  would 
need  treatment,  and  yet  I was  not  afflicted  by 
thoughts  of  how  I could  use  a doctor’s  help.  I had 
spent  50  days  and  covered  2,500  miles  on  my  Pacific 
voyage;  by  now  I was  used  to  thinking  in  terms  of 
handling  all  problems  myself. 

My  first-aid  supplies  included  tourniquets  to 
stop  the  spouting  blood.  But  at  hand  was  the  same 
200-foot  tuna  line  along  which  I had  pulled  myself

There  is  no  mention  made  of  any  other

Holland  Point  at  one  time  was  part  of  the 
historic  Beck  ley  Farm,  and  there  an  early- 
day  newspaperman.  George  Nias  of  The 
Victoria  Gazette,  built  a farm  dwelling,  with 
cow-sheds  and  stables  and  root  houses.  This 
place  was  commandeered  In  June  of  1872 
when  a ship  arris pd  carry  ing  smallpox  vic- 
tims. The  rude  dwelling  was  turned  into  a 
hospital  and  was  called  the  pesthnu*e.

They  troubled  me  throughout 
the  voyage;  all  my  life  I have 
been  proud  of  the  strength 
in  my  hands,  but  I am  sure 
they  will  never  fully  recover. 
I never  fished  over  the  stem 
again  and  after  the  Incident 
always  trailed  a line  behind 
the  raft  In  case  I should  fall 
overboard  again.

British  Columbia  will  celebrate  her  9hth 
birthday  on  Friday. 

It  will  be  chiefly  a Mainland  celebration, 
because  the  day  merely  marks  the  founding 
of  the  Mainland  colony  of  British  Columbia 
in  1858. 

„ As  every  Islander  knows,  British  Colum 
hia  really  came  into  being  with  the  creation 
of  the  Crown  colony  of  Vancouver  Island 
nine  years  earlier. 

Th*  establishment  of  the  Mainland 


colony  was  a result  of  the  Fraser  River  gold 
rush  of  1858. 

The  thousands  of  adventurers  who  came 
panting  after  gold  came  first  to  Victoria 
the  Mainland  at  that  time  was  nothing  but 
a huge  fur  preserve  for  the  Hudson’s  Bay 
Co.  They  turned  Victoria  from  a trading 
post  into  a city  almost  overnight. 

. Then  they  went  on  to  the  Mainland,  and 
James  Douglas,  who  was  governor  nf  Van- 
couver Island  as  well  as  chief  factor  for  the 
HRC.  promptly  extended  hi*  Jurisdiction  to 
cover  the  gold  fields. 


In.  August,  1858.  the  British  government 
created  the  Mainland  colony  called  British 
Columbia  It  was  on  November  19  of  that 
year  at  Foyt  Langley  that  the  colony  was 
officially  proclaimed  and  Douglas  became 
Its  governor  as  well. 

Fort  Langley  was  the  first  capital  of  the 
new  colony.  It  soon  lost  its  title  to  New 
Westminster,  which  in  turn  lost  to  Victoria 
when  the  two  colonies  were  united  tn  18fib. 

But  Mainlanders  prize  the  historical 
significance  of  old  Fort  Langley,  where  they 
like  to  think  British  Columbia  waa  bom. 


And  today  a number  of  organiza- 
tions are  working  toward  the  restoration 
of  the  fort  as  an  historic  site.  One  of  the 
original  log  buildings  still  stands  and  is 
now  used  as  a museum.  The  Fort  Langley 
Restoration  Society  and  other  Interested 
groups  hope  to  replace  the  palliaades  and 
the  other  buildings  of  the  fort  by  1959. 
when  Mainland  British  Columbia  will  cele 
brete  if*  centenary. 

By  that  time,  of  courne.  British  Colum- 
bia will  really  be  109  year*  old.

It's  even  worse  In  Regina,  where  decrepit  Queen  City 
Gardens  neats  only  4.999  and  there  is  grave  doubt  that  there  I 
are  enough  hockey  fans  to  fill  a larger  arena  even  If  one  was  J 
built.  Edmonton  could  probably  support  a NHL  learn  but  Ed- 
monton  Gardens  seats  only  6,800  and  new  construction  is  a 
must.

Tentative  suggestions  that  the 

Greater  Victoria  Celebrations  As- 
sociation's main  effort  each  y<*ai  might 
lie  shifted  to  some  Other  date,  with 
Dominion  Day  mentioned  as  one  pos- 
sibility. have  been  rejected  bv  the 
majority  of  those  canvassed:  and  so  May 
21  will  continue  to  be  ihe  date  of  the 
annual  parade  That  being  decided,  it  is 
up  to  everyone  connected  with  the  cele- 
brations to  make  of  them  something  in 
which  Victoria  ran  take  pride  No  <>»ie 
i<  likely  to  deny  that  in  recent  years  the 
Victoria  Day  parade  has  degenerated  into 
a colorless,  mediocre  procession  in  w hu  h 
advertisement  largely  devoid  of  original- 
ity or  beauty  has  predominated. 

It  used  not  to  be  like  that  in  earlier 
years,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
celebrations  as  a whole  and  the  parade 
in  particular  should  not  make  tip  a gala 
occasion  What  is  needed  is  enthusiasm 
and  wholehearted  rather  than  half- 
hearted support  for  the  celebrations 
association.  With  a few  notable  excep- 
tions. the  merchants  of  the  city  have 
been  letting  ihe  committee  down  hardly  in 
recent  years.  Some  of  them  seem  to 


think  that  an  unadorned  truck  with 
samples  of  their  wares  baldly  mounted  on 
it  is  a good  enough  contribution  to  what 
should  l»c  the  most  sjiertneular  proces- 
sion of  the  year. 

That  sort  of  thing  is  bound  to  make 
profile  shun  the  parade,  and  certainly  is 
not  calculated  to  impress  tourists.  There 
is  a “place  for  advertisement  , for  that  is 
the  merchants'  fair  return  for  ihe  money 
and  effort  put  into  the  floats,  but  it 
should  be  simple  anti  rcM  mim'd  -else 
those  who  make  n genuine  effort  to  en- 
hance the  parade  are  apt  to  feel  that 
others  have  stolen  a march  on  them.

Mr.  Donald  Gordon's  announced 
reasons  for  the  agreement  concluded 
with  the  Hilton  company  seem  to  lentic 
mainly  on  the  American  convention 
traffic  that  the  latter  group  might  divert 
to  the  new  “Queen  Elizabeth  Hotel  be- 
cause of  its  wide  connections,  srarrelv  n 
valid  warrant  for  relinquishing  control  of 
Its  own  properly.  It  is  true  thal  owner- 
ship of  the  new  hotel  remain*  with  the 
CNR.  hut  for  all  practical  purposes,  the 
determining  feature  of  hotel  operation.

NEW  YORK  (NANA)  — Hand  over  hand  I 
slowly  inched  my  way  along  the  weakened  fishing 
line  until  at  last  I was  within  arm’s  length  of  the 
rudder.  I reached  for  it,  secured  a firm  hold  and 
pulled  myself  ijp-a  little  wav  on  the  logs.  The  raft 
rose  high  amMell  .hack  into  the  foam.  I lay  there  for 
a time,  lacking  strength  to  pull  myself  all  the  way 
on  board. 

The  torttjous  course  up  the  fishline  had  left  me 
weak,  hut  I saw  that  I could  not  afford  the  luxury  of 
a long  rest.  My  left  hand  was  spouting  blood.  The 
shark's  teeth  had  cut  me  badly.  The  wound  would 
need  treatment,  and  yet  I was  not  afflicted  by 
thoughts  of  how  I could  use  a doctor’s  help.
